A FIRE DANGER 
The vernal impulse to burn brushwood and dead grass makes 
work for fire departments and neighborhood bucket brigades. Every com­ 
munity has its annual scare from blazes of this sort and is fortunate if 
it escapes without serious damage. Yet it is futile to preach caution, as 
he who starts the Ute is always quite sure that it will not get out of 
control. It will be a long time before this hazard can be crossed off the 
lisl by fire prevention committees. 
While brush fires carefully guarded are a part of the fall clean-up, 
grass fires are an unnecessary menace. ’The idea that burning dead grass 
has more than a fleeting value as a stimulent to vegetation is said by 
experts to be erroneous. 
The effect on the burned land, they assert, is 
deteriorating in the long run. 
Regardless of whether that is so, a little 
prairie fire in the neighborhood of frame buildings is an undesirable 
method of cultivation. 
Persons planning to burn brush, the accumulation of household 
debris and dead grass should first make sure there is no wind blowing 
and that “fine lanes“ separate their fires from buildings and shrubbery 
to be spared. 
A little precaution in this direction may prevent a se­ 
rious fire, and is certain to save much wear and tear on fire apparatus 
and many gallons of fire company gasoline.

LONDON, 
Nov.. 3^—Within 
six 
months, Great Britain is expected to 
adopt a general protective tariff 
with rates ranging up to 20 and 25 
per cent., making her one of the 
highest protected countries in the 
world. Among the big industrial na­ 
tions, only the United States, with 
its 40 per cent- tariff, is likely to top 
her. 
This is the concensus in British 
political as well as foreign diplo­ 
matic and business circles in Lon­ 
don 
following 
the 
overwhelming 
victory of the Conservatives at the 
pools in the recent general election. 
London representatives of Ameri­ 
can and other foreign businesses are 
already advising their home offices 
to prepare for a revolution in world 
trade. 
The tariff generally is held 
to be the only remedy for the deficit 
of between $500.000,000 and $1,000,- 
000,000 in Britain’s trade balance, 
which is undermining her standing 
as a nation and is held responsible 
—even more than an unbalanced 
budget—for the pound slipping off 
the gold standard. 
Amid confusion and speculation 
there is general agreement on three 
principles: 
1—America is likely to be less hard 
hit than Europe, because the United 
States sells to Britain mainly raw 
products, while Europe sells m anu­ 
factures, and duties will probably be 
imposed chiefly on manufactures. 
2—The tariff will be on a “scien­ 
tific basis,” establishing not a flat 
rate, but special rates for each item. 
Protectionist excesses will be avoid­ 
ed, because while America is tradi­ 
tionally protectionist, it has diffi­ 
culty in reducing tariffs while Bri­ 
tain, traditionally a free trade na­ 
tion, will be underpressure of the 
full weight of national inertia to 
keep the rates low. 
3—Whatever hardship British tar­ 
iffs may impose on individual busi­ 
ness, if they restore British proper­ 
t y they will more than compensate 
for the hardships through increased 
buying power and thus help the rest 
of the world to regain prosperity. 
Some of the highest councils in 
international finance and business 
positively assert that the turning 
point has been reached in Britain as 
well as in the United JStates. 
There is also agreement that the 
tariff will come piece-meal and con­ 
sist of three parts. 
One will be a 
general tariff on goods from coun­ 
tries without special trade treaties 
and conventions. Another will be a 
lower scale for countries having 
most-favored 
nation 
agreements, 
and the third will be preferential 
tariffs for various parts of the Bri­ 
tish Empire. 
Goods likely to be taxed included 
morion picture films, iron, steel, ma­ 
chinery, cutlery, hardware, glass­ 
ware, toys, typewriters and similar 
products; pottery, hosiery, manufac­ 
tured cotton and woolen goods, fancy 
goods, leather goods, perfumery and 
furniture, wheat and other grains, 
fruits, canned goods are also expect­ 
ed to be taxed, while tobacco, cop­ 
per, lead and other ores may be hit 
through empire preferences. 
America is likely to be hit hardest 
on goods on which Empire prefer­ 
ences will be granted. The treasury 
is counting especially upon Holly­ 
wood, which is expected to contri­ 
bute $10,000,000 annually. 
It is generally agreed that Iron 
and steel duties, which are likely to 
prove most important, would not af­ 
fect 
the 
United 
States, 
because 
America does not compete in those 
commodities. They would, however, 
hit Germany, Sweden and other 
continental countries, as * uld the 
proposed tariff on glassware, shoes 
tad pottery.

CIRCUS GIRL CLAIMS RADIO RECORD 


Valuable New Method Of Functional Testing Is Decribed 
As Pure Joy To Medical Profession 


-------------------------------------------------------------------------------------------- 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
Among the most valuable of the 
new methods of functional testing 
of the organs of the body is the re­ 
cording of heart action. 
The heart is composed of a special 
kind of muscle and divided into four 
chambers. 
All of 
these 
working 
synchronously produce the pulse beat. 
The old-time physician, by feeling 
this pulse beat, could learn a good 
deal about the action of the heart 
as a. whole. 
He could tell whether 
? he beat was strong or weak, wheth­ 
er the heart was rapid and laboring 
under excitement or undue stim u­ 
lus. whether it was beating regularly 
and rhythmically or not. 
But for 
any purposes of close analysis of the 
action of the four different cham­ 
bers or of the different parts of the 
heart muscle he was at sea. 
To enlarge his knowledge *Le first 
instrum ents 
introduced 
about 20 
years ago attempted to make a trac­ 
ing with a pen on a moving sheet o f 
paper of the pulse at the wrist, si­ 
multaneously with the apex beat of 
the heart and the pulsation of the 
veins in the neck. The latter were 
designed to show the contraction of 
the upper chambers of the heart— 
the auricles—while 
the apex and 
wrest tracing showed the action of 
When these tracings were com­ 
pleted 
they 
were 
somewhat en­ 
larged view's of the pulsations at 
the various points. 
They could be 
analyzed 
minutely 
and 
studied, 
much as a detective or writing ex­ 
pert examines a signature under the 
microscope to determine whether it 
is a forgery or not. They furnished 
a great deal of valuable information, 
but they were clumsy and not eas­ 
ily handled. 
The machines them ­ 
selves were so temperamental and 
spilled so much ink that most of 
us who possessed them found that 
the only way to operate them was to 
get into a bathtub full of ink with 
the patient and the instrument" and 
take the tracing; you did not get 
ink over so many different places 
th at way.

and it has been a pure joy. Its prin­ 
ciple depends on the fact that a 
muscle 
in 
contracting 
causes 
a 
change of electrical potential to oc­ 
cur along its course. 
The heart is 
a muscle, and if all other muscles 
in the body are kept still, and elec­ 
trodes fastened on opposite sides of 
the body, the heart’s contraction 
wave is recorded and can be photo­ 
graphed on a moving strip of film. 
The use of this instrum ent reveals 
more about the mechanism of the 
heart than any other instrum ent the 
medical profession has ever had. It 
shows how' the wave progresses or is 
held up in any part of the course of 
the heart muscle. If there is a pulse 
irregularity it shows where the ir­ 
regularity originated and what is its 
cause. 
In arterial disease of the heart it 
locates the exact place where disease 
exists in a way that to an older gen­ 
eration would have seemed uncanny. 
Many years ago, when the instru­ 
ment was first being used, a promi­ 
nent physician said th at the time 
would come when the blood vessel 
which was diseased in the heart 
could be located as exactly and m in­ 
utely as we can now locate what 
blood vessel in the brain is obstruct­ 
ed. That prophesy has recently been 
fulfilled by the work of Barnes at 
the Mayo clinic. 
As to irregularities of the heart, a 
word of comfort from these studies 
can be given. 
Irregularities of the 
heart are very common, especially 
after 40 years of age. The common­ 
est of all—the so-called missed beat 
or dropped beat—is perfectly harm ­ 
less and indicates no disease of the 
heart muscle whatever.

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 2 — A spirit 
of jubilation like that of Armistice 
Day in 1818 swelled and billowed 
across the Southwest as an empire 
builded with wheat and oil hailed 
85-cent oil and wheat 40 per cent 
more valuable than it was only a 
month ago. 
In Tulsa, Okla., oil capital of the 
Southwest, streets were filled, Sat­ 
urday night and this morning, with 
hilarious celebrators. Bands blared 
Ponderous 
tank 
wagons 
and oil 
trucks paraded. Whistles blew and 
bells rang and the night was noisy 
with horns, squawkers and innum­ 
erable sound devices. 
Buying Power Gains 
Almost over night uncounted mil­ 
lions of dollars in increased buying 
power had come to the oil and wheat 
interests of the Southwest, to be 
multiplied many times over by its 
effect on other industries and com­ 
modities. 
Oil prices, w'hich had been so low 
that a barrel of crude brought no 
more than a gallon of retail gaso­ 
line, had struggled upward during a 
month of strict probation backed by 
military rule, to a price which An­ 
drew H. Rowley, managing editor 


of “The Oil and Gas Journal,” saw 
as a permanent advance to be bol­ 
stered by further advances. 
“Conditions justify it,” he said. 
Wheat prices, which had fallen to 
such 
heart-breaking depths that 
farmers’ returns were barely enough 
to meet production charges, if that 
much, had climbed up 40 per cent, 
and Frank A. Thels. president of the 
Kansas City Board of Trade, said 
wheat, with “impressive leadership,” 
was showing the way to other com­ 
modities. 
Confidence Restored 
“The value of the advance," he 
added, “cannot be expressed in the 
millions 
of 
dollars 
of 
potential 
wealth it has added to the farmers’ 
purchasing power. The value of its 
effect in restoring 
confidence 
to 
other commodities, to business and 
individuals, would increase such a 
sum many times.” 
The 
turn 
in 
oil 
pnees, after 
months of discouragement and tri­ 
bulation, was credited largely to the 
interstate agreement on production 
of output, enforced by marital law 
in East Texas and Oklahoma.

Mr. Coen will appreciate 
it, if hunters discovering any Hun­ 
garian quail will drop him a post 
card at his address, 514 Edgewood 
avenue, giving their name and ad­ 
dress and the location where the 
birds were sighted together with the 
number of birds in the covey. 
Hungarian quail are slightly larg­ 
er than the regular quail which are 
native to this section.

flight, they resemble

quail a good bit. 
The tail when 
spread in flight, however, shows a 
red dish-bronze 
color. 
The 
birds 
make a squeaking 
noise, 
similar 
somewhat to that of qulnea fowl 
when they are flushed, and rise from 
the ground in flight. 
If the birds are found to be thriv­ 
ing, more will be released in Law­ 
rence county. If they have not, no 
more will be released here. It is for 
this reason that the information is 
desired.

Presbyterian Church of New Castle. 
In the Free Church organization, it 
was connected with the Presbytery 
of Mahoning and the Synod of Cin- 
cinnaf i.

church owed its origin to the agi- ber and importance in the religious 


tation of the slavery question. As 
the Republican party was a poli­ 
tical. so the Free church was a reli­ 
gious 
protest 
against 
American 
Slavery. Early records of the church 
plainly indicate that there was no 
little 
dissatisfaction 
among 
the 
Presbyterians of New Castle with 
the decision cm the Assembly of 1845 
“that the slave holding is no bar 
to communion". But when Presi­ 
dent Fillmore signed the 
Fugitive 
Slave Billl in September, 1850, the 
attitude of church and state toward 
the slave-holding power seemed to 
be longer tolerable. Opposition to 
slavery was intensified. 
Action was 
immediately 
taken 
looking to the organization of a 
Free Church in New Castle, which 
object was accomplished only a few 
months after the 
Fugitive* Slave 
Bill 
became a law. 
Twenty-nine 
persons united in the organization. 
The growth of the church was quite 
moderate for the two and one-half 
years following its organization. 
Preaching services were held at 
irregular intervals and in different 
placer. 
In February 1854, Rev. A. B. Brad­ 
ford accepted a call to this church 
and his relations with it continued 
with the exception of one year, dur­ 
ing which he was the United States 
Consul in China, until summer of 
1367. During his ministration a com­ 
modious church edifice was erected 
and the membership increased to 
nearly two hundred. The last im­ 
portant act of Mr. Bradford’s ad­ 
ministration was the withdrawal of 
the congregation 
from 
the 
Free 
Church organization and its union 
with the New School Branch of the 
Presbyterian church. 
Immediately 
after his resignation, the congre­ 
gation extended a call to Rev. W. T. 
Wylie of the Covenant Church of 
New Castle, organized by Rev. Jo- 
siah Hutchman in 1847, expecting 
him to bring his congregation with 
him. The expectations was realized 
and Rev. Wylie remained pastor of 
the united congregation until 1869. 
In 1871. Rev. B. M. Kerr accepted a 
call to the church, and 
was 
in* 
stalled on June 14th of that year. 
His pastorate was brief but during 
his administration this church pass 
ed through another ecclesiastical 
relation in the union of the “Old 
and "New School" bodies. Thus in 
twenty-five years, the original mem­ 
bers of the church had come back 
where they started frdm and that 
without change in their principles 
on the subject for which they went 
out of the "Old Style Church. In 
the abolition of slavery their prin­ 
ciples had been justified before the 
world. Mr. Kerr resigned in a year 
and six months, leaving a member' 
ship of two hundred. In about a 
year from the date of his resigna­ 
tion Rev. M. H. Calkins was install­ 
ed as pastor on July 1873.

Cook, 46, secretary of the miners 
federation of Great Britain and one 
of 
England’s 
outstanding 
labor 
leaders, died today at a hosptiai 
here after a month’s illness. 
Cook went to jail in 1918 and 1921 
when he clashed with the authorities 
over his conduct of mine strikes, and 
in 1925 he became known as ‘Em­ 
peror Cook” when he urged labor 
organizations 
to

extreme 
measures in enforcing demands for 
wage increases, especially 
in

coal mines. 
Born in Somerset, the son of a 
soldier, Cook worked as an under­ 
ground miner for 21 years before 
he rose to power as a labor leader.
